But by far the larger proportion 
of young men who deliberately refuse to marry 
do so, not so much from the fear of being un- 
able to support a family as from the disioclina- 
tion to give up the freedom of single biessed- 
ness for the restraints which. marriage should 
impose. The club-room, the bDilliard-ball, the 
gilded palace of sin, are far more enticing to 
them than the tamer, but sweeter aud purer, 

leasures of the home and family, ‘To all such 

would say, If you cannot give up such pleas- 
ures, by all means do not marry; there are too 
many of that kind of husbands, and too many 
wives made wretched by neglect and indiffer- 
ence, after the first fever of possession has 
passed away. But to those young men who do 
pot marry because they are too conscientious to 
ask the woman they love to share what may be 
a life-long struggle for bread, I want to speak a 
word of encouragement. I can assure my young 
friends that I know whereof I speak, baving 
seen both bright and dark davs and, having for 
years both studied and practiced a common 
seie economy, a few ideas as to how a family 
may live on a small income, and still neatly and 
comfortab! y, or f be of interest to some of the 
many who would marry if they dared to. 

My life previous to my marriage some ten 
years since was spent as of many girls is, 
im school, music, society, etc. I knew but little 
of household duties, and for several years after 
my marriage we boarded ; so of course | learned 
but little more. We began life on a salary of 
$800 per year, adualiy increasing till we 
reached $1,500. Then my husband being am- 
bitious, embarked in business for himself, whieh 
resulted disastrously, and swept away our little 
all, leaving us to begin life again with our 
household effects, ome child, and our hands. 
We changed our styie of living to suit our 
altered circumstances; repted a flat of Six 
rooms, for which we pay $20 per month. My 
busband’s salary having been $18 per week for 
the fast two years, we do not allow our table 
expenses, lebts, soap, starch, etc., including 
busbend’s lunch down town, to execed $5 per 
week. Weseta good table, but not an extray- 
agant one; but lam never ashamed to bave a 
friend drop in upon us at any meal. Our fuel 
coats us $1 per week in summer and $2in winter; 
car-fares, and Tun Trisvne $1 more, making a 
total of $12.50 a week for the support of three 
persons. Thus we hae left for clothing and 
other expenses $5.50 per week—not a large sum 
to be sure, but we dress neatly and tastefully. I 
do all my own work,—wash, iron, bake, market; 
do my own sewing and mending, take care of my 
little one, and still have leisure for reading, ete. 

Now, young men, there are plenty of girls I 
might introduee you to, who, when it becomes 
necessary to work and economize, will do it with 
cheerfulness, and prove themselves helpmeets 
indeed. Women as a rule are much better econ- 
omists than men, and, to their credit be it said. 
selaom fail to stand sbouider to shoulder with 
their_busbands when days are dark. And, my 
dear young men and women, if you will but 
work and plan together, and encourage together, 

ou can live and build you up a home little by 
ttle, that will be a haven of rest and peace for 
yourselves and children. *.

SHEAP MAN'S KISSING STORY. 

‘‘ Burleigh,” in the Boston Journal, gives his 
experience of pastoral osculation as compared 
with that of Tommy Shearman. He says: 
“Quite an excitement has been produced in 
Brooklyn by the report of Counselor Shearman’s 
speech in London on kissing. At first the re- 
port was discredited. It is probable that Mr. 
Shearman will bear of the matter when he gets 
bome. After a residence of many yearsin this 
city and an acquaintance with the ministry with- 
in es circuit of 50 miles, I never heard of 

instance where kissing was considered 
a part of pastoral duty or pastoral priv- 
lege, or where it would be ever toler- 
ated, except in two instances. One of these was 
a Brooklvu tor. He was accustomed to wel- 
come the ladies of his parish with a kiss, eitner 
with or withoat the presence of their husbands. 
He dismissed his company with a salute after 
the manner of ladies. This ® 80 noted 
that I talked personally with this pastor on the 
subject. He admitted the custom, defended it. 
and I »unpose practices it to this day. He was 
retber a feative pastor. fond of gay life, very 
social, and a great favorite with the young. He 
was tried before the church — for 
driokivg ales and wines at the public restaurants. 
He escaped censure, for the church authorities 
decided that there was no harm m it. 

The other case came out in this wise: In one 
of the churches was a family consisting of fath- 
er, motber, and two danghters. Ihe daughiers 
were 15 and 17, but very large of their age. This 
family did the singing forthe church. It was 
customary to send one of the girls around to the 
parsonage on Saturday for thebymns. One Sat- 
Urday both of the girls deciined to go after the 
hymns. ‘I don’t wish to go,’ said the elder 
very decidedly. ‘What has got into you, 
child?’ said the mother. ‘I don’t wish to go, 
and I bad rather not tell. Being pressed she 
said: ‘1 don’t think the pastor means auy 
harm,—he thioks I am still a little girl; but he 
kisses me when he gives me the hymas, and 
I don’t like it.’

The New York Star tells this interesting 
story: An incident coutaining all the ingre-

A Paris letter says: A incident of 
ses life has just been published here. A young 
soldier in a letter to his mother relates the fol- 
lowing occurrence which took place during bis 
outward voyage: The vessel Le Finistere was 
bound to Cayenne, a French penal colony, with 
many convicts sentenced to trens ortation on 
board. The young soldier belonged to a detach- 
ment of infantry which was put on board to 
guard the convicts, Here is bis letter: We 
numbered all told 1,200 souls and 100 convicts, 
We had m the bold 500 tons of powder, 2,000 
suells. 40 cannons, and about 800 barrels of wine. 
We left Toulon ist April. The 25tb April we were 
im about the latitude of Senegal, when suddenty, 
ai 2 o'clock at night, the dreadfal crv was raised, 
Ihe bold is on fire!’ Iwas sleopime on deck 
at the mizenmast’s foot, when I was startled 
trom slumber by this terrible scream, The bold 
is on fire!” Iv the hold was the gunpowder. 
We despaired of our safety. The bugie signaled, 
‘All hauds on deck.“ Up they all eame, coufu- 
sion worse confounded. soldiers and sailors pell- 
mell, jostling one another down as each tried to 
be first to escape from the burning hold. The 
women : hrieked, the children bawled, the steam- 
whistle called for help, incessantly the minute 
guus pealed signals of distress. All these sounds 
were beard together, au appalling discord. To add 
to this misery the convicts began to show siens of 
mutiny, and it became 5 to face them 
while we gave battle to the fire. Ali our strug- 
gies seemed for a long time to be in vain, for 
volumes of smoke poured from the hatches and 
the fissures in the deck, and hung in clonds over 
the vessel so dense as almost to stifle us. We 
ehould, bad we remained in such an atmosphere 
for a few moments longer, have died from suffo- 
cation, even bad the volcano under our feet not 
entered into eruption. But, thanks be to Heaven, 
we were not doomed to either one of these 
frightful deaths. About 5 a. m. the earnest and 
pertioacious efforts of the whole crew, led by 
their ofticers, succeeded at last in extinguishing 
the fire, and the vessel escaped with compara- 
tively trifling damage. The 2d of May we made 
land, all being well.“ 


WAS NAPOLEON A FATALIST P 

This is the question ratsed by a writer jn the 
Galaxy, who tells in affirmation of it the fol- 
lowing remarkable story: It wae in 1796, when 
the Directors had named him Commander-in- 
Chief of theSArmy of Italy, and at the same 
time had refused or were unable to supply him 
with the means for repairing to headquarters 
with the state and digoity befitting his new 
rank. In this difficulty the young General raised 
as large a sum as he could by means of his own 
credit and the kindness of his friends, and as 
this was miserably small, he intrusted it to 
Junot, a young Officer who frequented gaming- 
tables, and bade him lase it ail or increase it 
in enormous preportions. “On .your suc- 
cess,” he said, depends the possibility of 
my accepting this command, and taking you as 
my aide-de-camp.” According to one account, 
Junot first augwented the amount of bis capital 
by selling a gold-hilted sword which belonged to 
bim. for Bonaparte never failed to win the love 
of those who came in close contact with bim. 
After several bours’ play, in which Junot had 
been successful beyond his hopes, he repaired 
to hie chief and handed him hie winnings, which 
he thought would be more tha» sufficient to 
meet all immediate claims. The General sent 
bim back once more to tempt fortune, with au 
order not to return till he had doubled the sum 
or lost every cent. When Junot ap again 
it was with enough money to enable Napoleon 
to make a splendid aravce at headquarters. 
The last sum won by Junot that night has been 
put at $60,000, while the amecdote itself rests on 
excellent authority.”

THE GEORGIA “ INSURRECTION.” 


Judge Johnson’s Charge—A Talk with 
Gov. Smith. 
JUDGE JOHNSON'S CHARGE. * 
New York Tribune. 

SaANDERSVILLE, Ga., Aug. 30.—Judge Her- 
schel V. Johnson opened a specialterm of the 
court here to-day for the trial of the negroes 
who have been arrested and accused of 
attempting to excite an insurrection. The 
State was represented by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hammond. Mr. Ackerman, ex- Attorney- 
General of the United States, will arrive 
on Wednesday to defend scme of the prisoners. 
In bis charge to the Grand Jury, Judge Jobhuson 
dweit at considerable length on the spirit and 
temper in which they should conduct their in- 
vestigations, He directed their attention to the 
5 of the oath they had taken, and said: 
‘This language addresses your moral sense and 
binds your conscience to the throne of eternal 
justice, while by it you call upon the Supreme 
Being to witness the solemn obligation into 
which you have entered. Then, the spirit 
that should animate you is that of strict 
impartiality and fearlessness.” Referring to 
the impossibility of contemplating with com- 
placency a plot for the wholesale, indiscrimi- 
nate and secret murder of one race by a bart of 
the other nm and the difficulty of sappressing 
a feeling of vindictive revenge, he continued : 
But you and [ are here in a judicial capacity, 
to administer justice according to law, and not 
according to human passions. We are sworn 
to expel from our bosoms every feeling of 
malice, or hatred, of revenge. We are 
sworn to be guided by the light of truth, and 
to enforce the law justas it is.” He impressed 
upon of the jury the fact that 
the law knows no difference between white 
men and black men, and added: Then, gentle- 
men, ignore the fact that the sccused are ne- 
groes. Ignore the fact they were ever 
slaves, Deal with them as free, and as if ther 
were white, and award to them their full legal 
right to your impartiality.” The J coun- 
seled the jury not to be influenced in their ac- 
tions by the fact that there are some men in this 
and in every community who, in times like this, 
favor extreme measures su punish- 
ment, nor to be influenced by the unjust criti- 
cisms of those at a distance, who kvew nothiag 
of the circumstances, or who impute this whole 
grave affair to a desire oo the part of 
the whites to have «a pretext for an in- 
discriminate slaughter of the blacks. “ This 
imputation,” he said, ‘‘is contradicted by the 
fact that no .violence has been 
against the blacks.” He said he did not refer to 
it to refute it, but to admonish them not to be 
inflaenced by it. The spirit of the charge is 
almost universally approved by the people.

Copper is not a thing of modern times, how- 
ever. We read that it was one of the 

¥YIRST METALS KNOWN TO MAN, 

and that Tubal-Cain was ad iastructor of every 
artificer in brass and iron.” Job tells us that 
“Tron ig taken out of the earth, and brass is 
molten out of the stone.” The rulers of Egypt 
worked a copper-mine in the Peninsula of Sinai 
in the fourth dynasty. It was used by the Syr- 
iaos, Phooicians, Greeks, and Romans, in the 
manufacture of monuments and statues of 
bronze. It required 900 camels to carry away the 
pieces of bronze from the Colossus of Rhodes, 
nine centuries after this structure had been 
tumbled into the dust. Obseure races before 
the Indian used this metal, as shown by the 
relies now avd then turned up from the soil. 
The Aztecs of Mexico used it an their chisels 
and axes; it has been found, according to Pres- 
cott, in large, half-finished blocks of granite, in 
the quarries of Mitla. The Peruvians and Scan- 
dinavians employed it for various uses ; and an- 
cient coins everywhere were made of copper. Our 
ancestors employed it for purposes that we can- 
not, as we find the Bible full of references to its 


use in chaius, pillars, lavers, mirrors, helmets, 
spears, etc. Even bows of copper were used by 
then. They must have known some secret of 


alloving or tempering which we do not possess. 

About the only mines in the world that 
ARE WORKED WITH PROFIT 
are those at Lake Superior. Before the year 
1842, this was a wild, almost inaccessi- 
ble region, occupied by the In- 
dians and wild beasts. Iroo and 
copper were so abundant that the savage found 
them upon the surface of the ground, and fash- 
ioned them into tools; so he told the white man 
of their existence when the laiter came to this 
region.

In 1845, the Cliff Mine was opened, acd the 
work of copper-mining really began. e 
richest deposits lie on Keweenaw Point, and the 
most fortunate of the mines at present are the 
Calumet and Hecla, which in reality are one. 
The Legislative excursion party visited this 
mine, and, as one of the company, I tried to get 
a true idea of ite extent, and of the manner of 
its work. Although a portrava! by a feeble pen 
must compare ignobly with the reality, yet 1 
shall state simply facts that will hardiy be 
credited, so astonishingly productive is this 
great enterprise. . 

OPENING OF THE GREATEST MINE IN THE WORLD. 

The Calumet aod Hecla Mine was opened 
in 1867,—one having deen discovered 
in this piace two years bef.ure by 
Edward J. Hulburt. It soon revealed the fact 
that the mine was to be a profitable one. Heavy 
capitalists were introduced to it, and their money 
was invested, A Company was organized with a 
capital stock of 80,000 shares ata par value of 
$25 per share; $4,000,000 was expended in 
equipping the mine, aod $450,000 in buiidiog 
stamo-mills. Some shares changed hands at an 
early day at $5 each; but the Company was con- 
fident of success, and kept earnestly and 
steadily at work. To-day these shares cannot 
be bought for $150 each; in fact, their 
owners cannot be induced to part with them at 
any reasonable price. Quincy A. Shaw, of Bos- 
ton, is President of the Company, and Alexander 
Agassiz is one of the largest stockholders. Mr. 
Agassiz 1 last year at the mine, with his 
family. work is superintended by Mr. J. N. 
Wright, who gets the comfortable salary of 
$10,000 a year. Althongh, as already stated, the 
two mines are virtually one, keeps a sepa- 
rate account of its products and expenses, and 
is looked after by its own suburdinate Saperin- 
tendent. Upwards of 

2,500 MEN ARE EMPLOYED 
by the Company, aud the mines support a pop- 
ulation of 5,000 people. Many of the workmen 
have families. and their bomes make the thriv- 
ing and beautiful Village of Calumet. It was a 
matter of to find here such a town, 
with its hotels and business-bouses, and, above 
all. a magnificent school-building of stone and 
wood, just completed at a cost of $75,000 or 
$30,000. It took away ali ideas of “ wilderness”

The proposal to emplay a competent statistician to 
keep track of the daily movement of produce to and 
from our city seems to be received with much favor. 
It is generaily understood on the Board of Trade that 
the current figures are not always correct exponents 
of the produce movement, and every time they are 
looked into something or other is sure to turn up as 
having tended to mislead the trede. For instance, the 
recent lard excitement revealed the fact that the world 
has been persistently misled to the extent of about 16 
per cent in ite estimate of the volume of shipments 
from this city, because some 60 the of wood in each 
package was returned ag 80 much lard. There is no 
question that, to be of real use to the trade, more atten- 
tion should be paid than now to the gathering and com- 
pilation of the figures, and that present arrangements 
are not adequate to furnishing the desired correction 
and verification. It seems strange that it should be sq; 
but the situstion ts unmistakable, When the figures 
get into the office they are generally handled right, 
no more mistakes being made than ought to be ex- 
pected, But the figures that are sent te the office are 
not worth the trouble bestowed upon them in that in- 
stitutiop, and tbat ia where the mischief lies, The 
Director who first moves to institute a vigorous re- 
form in this direction, whether by means of a new 
office, or otherwise, will merit the thanks of the entire 
commercial world. 

With the exception of the registration of grain, 
which was unceremoniously seized by the State as 
soon as the Board of Trade had got it into good run- 
ning order, no improvement of consequence has been 
introduced into the daily statistics of the Board for 
more than a dozen years past, During that time, the 
world has been progressing, and the character of our 
produce trade completely changed. Only the figures 
seem to be fossilized, If they should prove, on ex- 
amination, to be really dead, the rubbish bad better 
be thrownont. The Board of Trade, as a co 
has no right to that prerogative of an individual by 
virtue of which he keeps a skeleton in his closet,

He is about 35 years old, well built, and has 
black bair and whiskers. His nose is straight, 
his chin long, aud his features  tolerably 
regular. He was born in Reynolds, 
Taylor County, Ga. He was raised in Upsbur 
County, Texas, and has lived for five years past 
iu the Chickasaw Nation, where he bas a mother, 
wife, and children. Whittington attributed ail his 
errors to whisky. He was resigned and penitent; 
said he was never before and might never again 
be so well prepared to die, and looked forward 
with humble Christian hope for his pardon 
through the Savior. He was grateful for the 
attention of ministers and friends. He 
epent much time in writing to his rela- 
tives. He told your reporter that he 
was considered a good neighbor when 
sober, but drunk he was a devil, and would have 
slain his own brother when under the influence 
of liquor. He was furio~s, and knew nothing. 
The whisky den he frequented was kept by a 
man named Ottery. It was a bad place. 
afd murders took place there frequently, a 
man being killed shortly after he was arrested, 
As to the murder for which he suffered, it might 
have occurred just as the evidence disclosed. 
He did not deny it.

Not a verve trem- 
bled. They went bravely to death. Just as the 
black cap was drawn over the face of Evans he 
waved his handkerchief towards the crowd, and 
bade farewell in a clear, ringing voice. Fooy 
smiled pleasantly just before he was shut out by 
the black cap from the lizht of heaven. 
HISTORY OF THE CRIMES. 

Executions bave rarely occurred in this coun- 
try that have received such strong public ap- 
proval as those which took place at Fort Smith 
to-day. The crimes for which each of the fel- 
ons were swung into eternity were of the most 
atrocious character, and merited the punish- 
ment which they brought upon the beads of the 
perpetrators. Though there was no connection 
between their offenses, the condemned culprits 
were sentenced on the same day,—the occasion 
being the most solemn and impreesive ever wit- 
nessed in an Arkansas court-room. It was the 
25th day of last June. Tne Court-House was 
packed with a great crowd eager to witness the 
scene. Judge I. C. Parker presided. and bore 
upon his coantenance an air of gravity, which 
showed how keenly he felt the serious responsi- 
bility of consigniog seven unfortunates to the 
gallows. 

About 2 p. m. the United States Marshal 
emerged from the dungeon below with two pris- 
oners surrounded by a guard of eirht men, with 
drawn revolvers, The scene was dramatic in the 
extreme. A few days previously a convicted 
murderer broke away from bis guards in the 
court-room and ran, but well-directed bullets 
cheated the gallows of a victim, aud the fugitive 
was shot dead in his tracks. Ali precautions 
were taken to prevent a recurrence of such a 
tragicevent. The arms of each of the prisoners 
on this occasion were firmly held by guards de- 
tailed for the purpose. The first one brougnt 
before the Judge for sentence was 

: JOHN WHITTINGTON. 
A more desperate-looking man could hardly be 
pictured. His age was about 30. He was 6 feet 
in height, as straight as an Indian, built like 
an athiete. A cold, lustreless eye peered from 
under a shaggy brow, but occasionally shot 
out glances that showed the diabolical spirit 
within. He was, every inch, a type of the 
frontier desperado, savage, relentless, and ma- 
lignant. He scarcely looked at the Judge during 
the delivery of the remarkable address, but ov- 
casionally he turned his eyes upon the audience 
behind, scowling upon them and flashing defi- 
ance. He lived in poverty with a wife and two 
children near the Red River, in Pickens County, 
Chickasaw Nation, and was found guilty of a 
murder committed in that vicinity, Monday, 
Feb. 7, 1875. The evidence adduced at the 
trial ehowed that on that day Whittington and 
John J. Turner, a neighbor, started across the 
river. On the afternoon of the same day, while 
returving, Whittington dropped behind and sud- 
denly coming up with Turser hit him a tremen- 
dous blow upon the bead with a club, knocking 
him senseless from his horse. Dismounting, he 
coolly proceeded to cut hie throat from 
takiog

But he had raised the 
alarm. and Whittington was captured by citi- 
zens just after he had crossed the river. A 
knife, red with gore, aod recognized as belong- 
ing to Whittington, was found near Turner's 
body, and Turuers money was found on the 
prisoner's body after the capture.

The prisoner was then led out of th court- 
room and returned to the dungeon, whia he oc- 
cupied until he met bis doom. 

DANIEL H. EVANS 
was next callec before the bar for sertence. 
The Judge's addwess was similar in tone te that 
delivered in the case of Whittington. Evans 
frequently smiledwhile receiving bis death-eeo- 
tence, and when it was through, flippantly 
said: ‘*‘Thank ye.” Evans was scarce 
20 years. old, but though so young 
in ame was a veteran in crime. 
He was large, wel-developed, and powerful in 
build: In spite ofbis levity be appeared nerv- 
ous at times, and ii was plain that he felt the 
peril of his eituaion. While traveling from 
Dennison, Tex., in lovember last, with a young 
man named Wilhan R. Seebolt, be killed his 
companion, and was convicted of the murder. 
He was seen in company with Seebolt just prior 
to his disappearance and immediately after the 
murder was found iding Seebolt’s horse and 
leading his own. Ti body, which was found a 
week after the murde, was identified by a patch 
worn over the left ep, and by a memorandum. 
book containing note in reference to his rela- 
tions, from which it we inferred he belonged to 
a wealthy family. Lag after Evans’ arrest be 
had the audacity to war bis victim's boots, and 
he gave Seebolt’s bose as a fee to one of the 
lawyers who defend him. These formed 
strong links in the chan of circumstantial evi- 
dence on which he wasconvicted. 

EDMUND CAMPBELL. 

The next prisoner bought forward was Ed- 
mund Campbell, a full-blooded negro. The 
Judge in # pathetic manner pronounced the 
death sentence on bin., nd the doomed African 
liatened attentively ai with apparent good 
matul . ID response W st, neual question 
whether he had anythingto say in nu vuwn bo- 
baifhe said: Lor bless ye, no; taint worth 
while.” Campbell was alm quite youthful, being 
not more than 20 years @ age. His crime was 
an unusually heinous one On Feb. 13, accom- 
panied by his 14-year off brother, Sam, and a 
half-brother Frank Batler he went to the house 
ot a man named Lawrenie Ross, against whom 
he had an old grudge. They stole into the 
house apd murdered Row in bed. A young 
girl was staying with tie family; and after 
outraging her, they murdered her also. Both 
Campbell and Butler were convicted of murder 
in the first degree, but Buller escaped death on 
the gallows by being shot while attempting to 
escape. 

JAMES H. MOORE 
was the next man broughtforward. Over 6 feet 
in height, large-boned, vell-muscled, and of 
savage mien, he appeared t be a man fitted by 
nature for desperate and bhody schemes. He 
was 28 vears of age. Fortwilve years be had 
been a cattle-herder. The crine for which Moore 
suffered the extreme penalty of the law was 
committed in the Indian Terrifory, uoder the 
following circumstances: About » year ago he 
and a confederate named Hunton stole six 


he slept at the house of Capt. C. R. Stevenson, 
United States Deputy Marshal, and brother-iu- 
law of Fooy, the former carrving a small traveling 
satchel in his bands. Naff was never seen again, 
aud his curious disappearance seemed to be one 
of those mysteries destined never to be unray- 
eled. Inthe summer of 1873, however, Dave 
Roach. a negro boy, while out bunting, was hor- 
rfied by the sudden discovery of a human skele- 
ton nears high bluff on the IIlinois River. A 
great many neighbors came to see the bleach- 
ing bones, but as they were in a secluded place, 
faraway from any settlement, it was thought 
best not to disturb them. During the following 
spring an Indian lad. drawn by curiosity to visit 
the skeleton, discovered under the edge of arock 
a book paftially mutilated, which be immediately 
took to a neighboring house, On the fly-leaf 
was found the inscription John Emmett Naf, 
Leavenworth, Kansas, February. 1872,” in Ger- 
man letters. Underneath this name was the fol- 
lowing quotation from Horace:

THE HERALO’S STORY ABOUT CHARLEY ROSS. 
New York Herald. Sept. 3. ~ 
Mrs. Mosher, the wife of Bill Mosher, the uni- 
versally-acknowledgea abductor of Charley 
Ross, has at last spoken, and, while she does not 
directly avow knowledge of the boy's where- 
abouts, there can be but little doubt from her re- 
plies to the following questions that she can at 
any moment either cause the child to be restored 
or reveal its hiding-place. 
At a late hour last night she was found bys 
Herald reporier after many difficu'ties and dis- 
couragements, as her whereabouts have been 
kept a profound secret.

but the situstion is unmistakable, When the figures 
get into the office they are generally handled right, 
no more mistakes being made than ought to be ex- 
pected. But the figures that are sent te the office are 
not worth the trouble bestowed upon them in that in- 
stitutiop, and thatia where the mischief lies, The 
Director who first moves to institute a vigorous re- 
form in this direction, whether by means of a new

HISTORY OF THE CRIMES. 

Executions have rarely occurred in this coun- 
try that have received such strong public ap- 
proval as those which took place at Fort Smith 
to-day. The crimes for which each of the fel- 
ons were swung into eternity were of the most 
atrocious character, and merited the punish- 
ment which they brought upon the beads of the 
perpetrators. Though there was no connection 
between their offenses, the condemned cuiprits 
were sentenced on the same day,—the occasion 
being the most solemn and impressive ever wit- 
nessed io an Arkansas court-room. It was the 
25th day of last June. The Court-House was 
packed with a great crowd eager to witness the 
scene. Judge I. C. Parker presided. and bore 
upon his coantepance an air of gravity, which 
showed how keenly he felt the serious responsi- 
bility of consignivg seven unfortuvates to the 
gallows. 

About 2 p. m. the United States Marshal 
emerged from the dungeon below with two pris- 
oners surrounded by a guard of eizht men, with 
drawn revolvers, The scene was dramatic in the 
extreme. A few days previously a convicted 
murderer broke away from his guards in the 
court-room and ran, but well-directed bullets 
cheated the gallows of a victim, aud the fugitive 
was ebot dead in his tracks. Ali precautions 
were taken to prevent a recurrence of such a 
tragic event. The arms of each of the prisoners 
on this occasion were firmly held by guards de- 
tailed for the purpose. The first one brought

JOHN WHITTINGTON. 
A more desperate-looking man could hardly be 
pictured.

A spectacle of a thrilling but most satisfac- 
tory character was witnessed yesterday at 
Fort Smith, Ark., where six murderers, sen- 
tenced on the same day and for different 
crimes on the 25th of last June,in the 
United States District Court of Western 
Arkansas, were hanged together. The like, 
we believe, was never before seen in America 
in one day and at one place, except, perhaps, 
the execution of thirty-eight Sioux Indians 
at Mankato, Minn., in 1862. In the sextuple 


hanging at Fort Smith, four of the doomed 


men were whites, one a negro, and another a 
Choctaw Indian. The crimes for which these 
murderers paid the penalty of their lives are 
sketched in our dispatches, and it is worthy 
of note that, while all the murders were of 
the most brutal and fiendish type, in each 
case the evidence was absolutely conclusive 
of guilt, and the punishment was richly 
merited. Nothing less than this . awful 
jointure of retributive justice, so well ar- 
ranged with a view to securing the end 
sought, could have served to strike terror to 
the hearts of the murderous hordes which 
have infested Western Arkansas and the ad- 
joining Indian Territory. Just such a com- 
bination of startling effects was needed in 
that region, and the result cannot but be 
salutary in demonstrating the terrible majesty 
of the law. Something of the kind in 
Southern Illinois would be the right thing in 
the right place and at the right time. 


GOV. HENDRICKS SPEECH. 

We print the material parts of the speech 
delivered at Zanesville, Ohio, yesterday, by 
Gov. Henprices, of Indiana. Of all the 
speeches delivered in Ohio on the currency 
question, that of Mr. Henpxicxs is the weak- 
est in moral and intellectual vigor. It lacks 
the rude fearlessness of Sam Cary, the ele- 
gance of Penpixzton, the thought of Txur- 
man, and the frankness and intelligent devo 
tion to principle of McDonaup. Considering 
that he is a prominent candidate for the Pres- 
idency, the whole speech is a mere evasion,— 
an apology for not having any decided opin- 
ion, a cowardly begging of a postponement 
of any conviction until the Democratic Nom- 
inating Convention in 1876. 
The Ohio Democrats adopted their rag- 
money platform as long ago as the 17th of 
June. Gov. Henpricks soon after went off 
prospecting for the Presidency in New York 
and the Eastern States, among people who 
are unanimously for specie payments. He 
has been laboriously engaged in conciliating 
the hard-money factions of the Democratic 
party; he has been holding himself out to 
the East as a safe man, having no interest in 
the inflation and repudiation doctrines of the 
Ohio Democracy. But the Ohio Democrats 
had their eye on the Indiana statesman, and 
they compelled him to come into that State 
and show his hand. What was the hand that 
he displayed? Did he declare, as Senator 
McDowatp did, that the Legal-Tender act was 
unconstitutional in the beginning and at this 
time? Nothing of the kind. Did he declare 
that the Democratic party was opposed to 
paper money, as a fraud upon the coun- 
try? Certainly not, Did he declare that 
the country needed more currency, and that 
legal-tenders should be issued to meet the 
popular demand? He said nothing of the 
kind. Was hein favor of expansion? No. 
Was he in favor of contraction? No. Was 
he in favor of specie payments, or was he 
opposed to specie payments? On the last 
point he said he was in favor of a return to 
specie payments at some time in the future, 
but he was not in favor of it at this time, 
nor could he tell when it would be advisable. 
He was in favor of keeping the country sup- 
plied with paper money, but of what value 
or how much paper money was necessary he 
did not venture to express an opinion. He 
proposed to let things alone until after the 
next Democratic Presidential nomination, 
when he would agree with whatever that Con- 
vention should adopt, adding, all unconcious- 
ly, as an explanation of his position, that no 
sentiment attributed to Mr. Gmmr in 
1872 was more hurtful to his political for- 
tunes than the demand for immediate specie 
payments.” Mr. Heworicxs was not disposed 
to say anything hurtful to his prospects, one 
way or the other. He therefore spoke for 
an hour and a half and said nothing. He 
seemed never to have heard of the Ohio plat- 
form; he appeared not to know that the 
issues presented by the Ohio Democrats were 
engaging the attention of the whole country. 
He went through the forms of making a 
speech, but literally expressed no opinion on 
any subject,—at least no opinion which he 
was disposed to adhere to, especially if the 
National Democratic Convention in 1876 
should think otherwise. He traduced the 
Republicans, but advocated nothing definite. 

What did Mr. Henpnicxs go to Ohio for, 
unless it was to advise the people on the vital 
subject.raised by his friends? Did he sup- 
pose that the inflationists of Ohio would 
think any better of him if he equivocated and 
had no opinions, than if he had avowed him- 
self, as McDonatp did, in favor of hard 
money?

ANOTHER BLACK HILLS SWINDLE. 
The letter from our correspondent at Chey- 
enne, printed in Taz Trisunsz of yesterday, 
touching the arrival of the Sioux Indian Com- 
mission at that place, pending the negotia- 
tion for the purchase of the Black Hills, de- 
velops some singular facts concerning the 
Indian Ring which should receive attention. 
It appears that the Ring, on learning that the 
Indians were disposed to cede their slight 
claim to the territory for a fair price, went 
among them and in various ways succeeded 
in inducing them to put an almost fabulous 
price upon it. As the result of these visita- 
tions, the Indians are now talking millions, 
and annuities for fifty years. Of course the 
more money that is handled by the Indians, 
and the more annuities and goods received by 
them, the larger will be the divison with the 
Indian Ring, and the more they will obtain 
by fraud and theft. The object of the Ring 
is so transparent as to allow of no excuse for 
not trampling out its conspiracy at once. 
The amount which the Ring has put the 
Indians up to demanding will reach in the 
aggregate, it is stated, $110,000,000, Which 
would afford the Ring even richer stealings and 
pickings than it has ever had before. The 
impudence and absurdity of the claim are 
shown by the fact that itis only a question 
of comity whether the Government will pay 
the Indians a single cent for the Black Hills. 
It has already given them subsistence and 
kept them from starving since the SxHermMan 
Treaty of 1868, for which they have returned 
no consideration whatever. Their subsistence 
has been purely gratuitous. They do not oc- 
eupy the Black Hills country, and never will, 
as there are no buffaloes there. They do not 
mine the country, and never will. It is of 
no advantage to them agriculturally, as they 
never work. They only ramble over this re- 
gion in a general manner, like the wolves. 
They have no fee-simple in it. Their in- 
terest in it is of a nomadic sort, 
and about as valid and binding as 
that of the wolves and other small 
geme which live in and travel over it, 
That they should come in now and demand 
over a hundred millions of dollars for prop- 
erty which they do not and never will occupy, 
and in which they have no valid title except 
through sufferance of the Government, which 
is supporting them and keeping them from 
starvation, is a proposition so monstrously 
absurd that it should be discarded at once. 
The Commission should not condescend even 
to listen to it. If, however, they are in- 
duced by any underhanded or upperhanded 
influences to report favorably upon the 
proposition, then Congress and the country 
should reject it at once. The Indians should 
be paid as they have been paid heretofore— 
that is, a reasonable sum for their slight in- 
terest, and this amount not in money to be 
divided among Indian Agents, speculators, and 
thieves, but in food and clothing, until their 
title is extinguished. It is the manifest 
destiny of the Black Hills to be opened 
to civilization and to be developed in what- 
ever way they will pay the best, whether it 
be mining or agricylture. The Indian Ring 
has promptly recognized this fact, and is 
seeking to make it the occasion of a system- 
atic and impudent raid upon the revenues 
of the. Government. The Government, 
therefore, should protect itself by squelching 
it at once, 


A NEW FLING AT CHICAGO. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal prints a 
second Chicago letter from its special corre- 
spondent in this city, who appears to have 
been sent here to distort and exaggerate 
the business condition of this city. He first 
asserted that there were 20,000 willing work- 
ers out of employment in Chicago and ina 
starving condition. He stillinsists that there 
are 20,000 able-bodied people in Chicago out 
of employment, and unable o find work or 
any means of procuring breal. This num- 
ber would be about one-thirl of the able- 
bodied industrial population of the city, and, 
put in this way, the statement shows its own 
absurdity. If there are 20,000 working peo- 
ple out of employment, there are from 80,000 
to 100,000 people who are either starving or 
living upon charity. If there were any such 
mass of humanity starving here or elsewhere 
there would be a movement throughout th 
whole world to send them relief. Thee 
would be popular subscriptions, such as thee 
were for the benefit of sufferers from he 
Chicago fire, for the India famine, or 
the French floods. The neglect to take thse 
steps, and the fact that we have onlythe 
word of an anonymous writer anxios to 
make a $5 bill by catering, to a sectbnal 
prejudice, is pretty conclusive that Gica- 
go’s starving hosts” aremythical We how 
absolutely that 80,000 or 100,000 peopp are 
not living upon charity in this city. Who 
would furnish the means? There ar but 
two sources from which any large amant of 
charity is extended to people who can t can- 
not work, but who can find nothingto do. 
One is the Chicago Relief Society ad the 
other the County Poor-House. Thi latter 
institution has about its usual numb of in- 
mates at this time of year, and th Relief 
and Aid Society is called on to lispense 
scarcely as much charity as of rdinary. 
Even this correspondent alludes ¢ the fact 
that the Communists recently held big pic- 
nie at Ogden's Grove, at which 5,00 (f) peo- 
ple were present; if this statezpnt is cor- 
rect, it simply shows that they | 
badly off but thet they have mecaite 
sary living and also for personal musement. 
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thinks himself or herself perfectly competent 
to perform that kind of simple, easy, genteel 
work. As to the carpenters, it is certain that 
there has never been so much employment 
for them in Chicago, except after the fire, as 
there is this year, There is à larger 
amount of building than im any year 
previous to the fire or since 1872, and 
the sash, blinds, door, and stair-building 
establishments have increased in number 
and capacity. The receipt of a large number 
of replies from carpenters seeking work sim- 
ply shows that, no matter how much work is 
furnished, the floating population pouring 
into this city from all parts seeking work ex- 
ceeds any possible supply. 

This is, in fact, the whole explanation of 
the silly effort of this Boheman to foist an 
exaggeration of Chicagos poor and unem- 
ployed upon too-willing ears. There is no 
city inthe United States outside of New York 
which always has so large a floating popula- 
tion as Chicago. The circumstance is to be 
accounted for by Chicagos prosperity, 
growth, and enterprise. There isa feeling 
wverywhere that Chicago is the place to turn 
when « change is to be made and people oan- 
not fini employment elsewhere. There is 
confidence throughout the Union that there 
is a beiter prospect for remunerative employ- 
ment in Chicago than in any other city. The 
consequence is that the people out of work 
elsewhere flock here and are always in excess 
of the epportunities. It was so when Chica- 
go was not half as large as it is now; 
it will be so when Chicago shall grow to 
be twice as large as it is now. When 
Chicag shall reach a stopping-place in its 
growth, and settle down into the slow and 
sleepy condition of Louisville, we shail not 
have this large floating population of employ- 
ment-wekers, which is renewed from week to 
week a places are found; then people search- 
ing fer situations will not come to Chi- 
cago, is they do not now go to Louisville, 
but they will go to some live city where the 
chance of employment is better. The time 
for this, however, seems to be far distant ; 
and, meanwhile, we shall always have a large 
floating population seeking employment. , 


GEGHANISM IN OHIO. 

The Democrats of Cincinnati have renom- 
irated Greouan, the author of the bill which 
has been notorious under his name for regu- 
lating religious worship in the penal and re- 
formatory institutions of the State. The bill 
provided that no minister of the Gospel 
should be excluded from any institution sup- 
ported by State appropriations or public 
charity on account of his denominational 
connections. The bill was not wrong in 
itself. It simply embodied g principle which 
is recognized by common consent in Illinois 
and some other States, and which requires 
no legislation to assure its enforcement. 
There was no opposition to the principle of 
the bill. But Mr. Gronax excited an antag- 
onism both to his bill aad to himself by pro- 
claiming in effect that it was demanded by 
the Catholic Church, and that, unless the 
Democratic majority ix the Legislature passed 
the bill, the Church would call upon Catholic 
voters everywhere to <esert the Democratic 
party, with whom they have heretofore acted 
almost solid, and voteagainst it. The posi- 
tion which he took indicated a formal alliance 
between the Roman Catholic Church and 
the Democratic party. and forecast that the 
influence of the Catholic Church, if success 
ful in coercing this measure, would be 
exerted to use the Democratic party to break 
down the public schol system, and carry out 
other sectaria» and dogmatic attacks upon 
the coustitutional provisions of the State and 
the underlying principles of popular govern- 
ment. 

It was this that crated public alarm and 
the opposition to te Grog bill and its 
author. The more conservative and far- 
seeing members of he Democratic party in 
Ohio sought to throy Mr. Gran overboard 
after passing his bill. They saw that the 
attitude which he assumed was calcn- 
lated to damage he interests of the 
party; and, whilb they were willing 
to submit to the (ictation of the Catholic 
Church in effect, tley desired to efface the 
evidence of such submission. It was the pro- 
gramme, therefore, o defeat Mr. Gronawn for 
renomination. This was the course which 
the Cincinnati Yngurer advised. But the re- 
sult has shown that che ultra Catholic element 
in the Democratic party of Ohio is in the as- 
cendant, and does not care even to disguise 
its aims and purposes. At the local Cincin- 
nati Convention of Thursday the Catholic 
partisans of GroHan were victorious, and he 
was renominsted in the face of a fierce op- 
position to him, and aftera noisy and dis- 
reputable squabble. The Cincinnati Znguirer, 
the Democratic organ, now wants to repudiate 
him, but this will not help the matter. His 
renomination shows than Geghmism prevails 
in the Ohio Democracy, and controls it, and 
the party must go before the people with this 
incubus upon it. 

This circumstance almost renders certain 
the defeat of the Democrats in the approach- 
ing election, which had already become prob- 
able on account of the inflation doctunes to 
which the State Convention had committed 
the party. The people of this country are not 
yet prepared to accept Geghanisn. The 
people of Ohio will scarcely submit to the 
imputation of Church oligarchy which the 
success of the Democratic party, withGrouan 
at its head, would put upon them. The in- 
tegrity of their public school system, and the 
freedom of politics from the shackle of dog- 
matism, are as yet too dear to the imerican 
people to encourage the union of we State 
with the Church by electing a paty which 
tacitly agrees to it. Sam Cary and Geonan, 
Repudiation and Ultramontanism, will prob- 
ably go down together in Ohio. 


Gov. Henpricxs and other peoplewho are 
afraid to have any conviction on anysubject 
think that in course of time the couitry will 
grow up to specie payments; that is, if there 
be no expansion or contraction. Le us see 
how the country has grown toward: specie 
payments. Five years after the Cyril War 
terminated, when national taxes wert greatly 
reduced, and the floating debts of he Gov- 
ernment were either funded or paid green- 
backs advanced in value to 61104112 of 
legal-tender was equal in purchasing power 
to $100 in gold. The fluctuations »f 1870 
were from 110} to 116}. In 1i71, the 
lowest rate was 108}, the highest 15j. In 
1872, there was an advance to 1181183. 
In the first seven months of 1873, there was 
further advance to 115@119, but dwing the 
panic, while large sums of the legaltenders 
were locked up, the rate for gold fell to 1064 
in November, putting legal-tenders a 94 1-3 
cents in coin, the highest value have 
ever reached. In 1874, the lowest te was 
109, the highest 1149. The year with 
the rate ranging from 110 to 112, ot green- 
backs worth 88} to 90, there 
has been no advance in the value of he cur- 


to 89 cents, with gold quoted at 112 to 115. 


It will be seen, therefore, that in the five , 


years since 1870 the value of greenbacks has 
andergone no permanent improvement. In 
March, 1870, they were worth 85 to 90 cents 
on the dollar, and, except as stated, during 
the temporary scarcity of legal-tenders dur- 
ing the panic, their value has remained with- 
in those figures until the present time. Sub- 
stantially, during the five years the country 
has not grown one cent nearer to specie pay- 
ments. How long it will take at this rate 
the country to grow up” to the desired 


explain. Greenbacks, as we have stated, 
have none of the qualities of money, save 
that they may be forced upon creditors in 
payment of debts, as a substitute for gold. 
That they are worth but 87 or 88 cents even 
for this purpose shows that they are in excess 
of the demand, and are consequently cheap. 
As there seems to be no probability of the 
demand growing up to the supply, the next 
best thing is to reduce the supply to the de- 
mand. The man who wants greenbacks to 
pay debts will pay 90 cents for them if he 
cannot get them for less, and will quite read- 
ily pay 98 cents for them, if they are not to 
be had otherwise, in preference to paying 
100 cents in gold. 
HENDRICKS’ LITTLE PLAN. 

The lines of Democratic ** statesmen ” now- 
adays are cast in hard places. They have to 
speak in Ohio and dodge the Ohio issue. This 
is hard. Gov. Henpricss has evidently found 
itso. Hs tried to ride two horses at once in 
his speech at Zanesville last evening, but 
this performance is even more difficult in the 
political than the public circus. Mr. Hxx- 
prices bashfully admits that he believes gold 
and silver to be the real standard of values, 
universal and permanent.” But he at once 
smooths the wrinkled front of the Ohio 
brethren by saying that the inflated volume 
of depreciated paper must and shall not be 
reduced. This is much as if a man should 
say “It is imperatively necessary that I 
should go North,” and should then take 
the first train East. Mr. Hewpricxs, 
however, does not see the matter in that 
light. He has a wondrous plan by which he 
is to get North by going East. And he has 
propounded this plan to the nation. It is 
not new. It is not intelligent. It is not 
practicable. It corresponds, however, pretty 
exactly to Mr. Henpricss’ statesmanship, 
which has never been suspected of originality, 
or intelligence, or practicableness. The In- 
diana Governor has found somewhere in his 
memory the phrase Grow up to specie pay- 
ments.” This he iterates and reiterates to 
the admiring rustics of Zanesville. We 
might unkindly mention the fact that, in the 
five years during which this has been tried, 
the paper dollar has grown up from a value 
of 90 cents in 1870 to one of 88 or 87 
in 1875. We presume this must be 
growth, because Henpricxs implies this. If 
we dared to differ from such an eminent 
statesman, we should say it was decay, not 
growth, and that we have been decaying 
away from specie payment, instead of grow- 
ing up to it. But it is very bad for a fact to 
interfere with Mr. Henprrcxs. The fact al- 
ways perishes, of course. His speeches have 
a way of denying, and destroying, and loftily 
ignoring facts that should warn everything 
of the sort to keep out of the Governor's 
way. Everything of the sort seems to have 
kept carefully out of his Zanesville speech. 
He deigns, however, to go into the details of 
his plan of resumption. There are three 
visions of . First, production of export- 
able commodities must be encouraged; sec- 
ond, importation must be checked; third, 
the national debt must be trans 
ferred from abroad to home. How 
is production of exportable ccmmodities to 
be encouraged ? We are now producing as 
much as we have a foreign market for, and 
we not infrequently produce more than we 
can sell abroad at a profit, Mr. Henparicks 
does not propose to raise an extra peck of 
corn himself, or weave an additional yard of 
cloth himself, or forge a bar of iron himself. 
He wants sombody else to do it, oblivious of 
the fact that the corn and cloth and iron 
produced are already fully equal to the de- 
mand. There is only one way in which 
production can be increased. That is by 
cutting down the tariff, and so increasing 
the imports. This will increase the European 
demand for our exportable products, open a 
new market to them, and so stimulate pro- 
duction. But the Indiana States- 
man does not advocate this plan. 
He demands that imports should 
not only not be increased, but should actual- 
ly be diminished. The first and second 
branches of his plan are Kilkenny cats, which 
devour each other. Each absolutely nega- 
tives the other, for if imports are reduced 
exports will also be diminished, They are 
simply exchanges of surpluses. There re- 
mains, then, one more resource. The na- 
tional debt is to be transferred from foreign 
holders to our own citizens: the drain of 
gold to pay interest will thus be averted ; 
and we can accumulate a stock of specie that 
will enable us to resume. How pretty this 
is. And what a pity that it is sheer non- 
sense, for who is going to buy back the 
bonds? Gov. Hznparicss says that the “‘ fa- 
tal policy” and “strange and questionable 
devices of the Republican party have put 
our bonds in foreign hands. The party has 
actually been sinful enough to sell bonds at 5 
per cent interest to foreigners instead of 
placing them at 8 or 9 per cent at 
home. It has sinfully saved the tax-payers 
the necessity of paying nearly double rates of 
interest every year. And now our H 
DRICKS’ parfacea for the currency question is 
to accumulate gold in the Treasury by foreing 
the Tieasury to pay out twice as much gold in 
interest every year as it does now! Such 
wisdom is beyond ourken. Perhaps the Ohio 
Democracy can comprehend it. The speech 
was intended by its author to gain for him 
the sobriquet of ‘‘ Oily Gammon,” but its 
palpable absurdities hardly amount to the 
dignity of gammon. Hewpriczs had better 
have staid at home and kept his mouth shut. 
He has not improved his prospects for the 
Presidency by his pilgrimage into the land of 
the Buckeyes.

In a previous article upon the financial as- 
pects of the matrimonial question, we plead- 
ed for the exercise of common sense as one 
of the most important factors in solving the 
vexed question how to make the mat, 
books balance.

more specific, and treat of economy as the 


golden remedy which common sense sug- 
gets to cure the ills of matrimony and make 
every household happy, contented, and pros- 
perous. Economy is the main pivot upon 
which the success of every household turns, 
and ita study and practice are not beneath 
the attention of any lady. There is certainly 
as much for woman to do in this useful di- 
rection as in the ornamental. At present 
the ambition of most women is to appear as 
queens in society, to be leaders of fashion, 
to shine in poetry and the arts, and in 
some instances in the sciences. This 
is very laudable if the more prac- 
tical facts of economy are not lost 
sight of at the same time. Fashion never yet 
made a prosperous home; on the other hand, 
it has ruined many.

Now it is an open 
question whether the study of economy is not 
as dignified, elevating, and ennobling as any 
of the studies involving sentiment, polite 
literature, or the esthetics. The latter may. 
give a certain degree of grace and culture to 
the home (sometimes they do not give any), 
but the former adds thrift to grace. Culture 
alone never made a home happy. Oulture 
and thrift together will produce happiness, if 
anything can. Is it not worth while, there- 
fore. to sacrifice some of the sentiment in 
favor of the practical, and thereby combine 
the useful and the ornamental in that pro- 
portion which is sure to result in happiness 
and prosperity ? 

Upon this question Dr. Lorenz Von Srez, 
one of the most eminent of the Austrian po- 
litical economists, has recently made some 
admirable suggestions in a lecture to the Ger- 
man students in that city upon Woman in 
the Sphere of National Economy” which are 
worthy of reproduction in discussing this 
important question, although his statistical 
theories are somewhat at variance with 
American practice and American management 
of the household finances. Vor Srem di- 
vides the entire family income into two dis- 
tinct parts. The first, which depends entire- 
ly upon business and capital, belongs to the 
husband. The second part, which pertains 
to household economy, he subdivides into 
six‘parts. Four of these; including that part 
of the income to be devoted to the dwelling, 
the standing wants, such as dress, light, fire, 
and servants, the expense of sickness, 
death, insurance, and recreation, and 
a certain sum set apart as the 
family savings-box for the subsequent 
benefit of the children, are to be under 
the immediate jurisdiction of husband and 
wife together. The wife alone has the sole 
charge of the other two parts, which melude 
the daily and weekly expenses of housekeep- 
ing. He the-eupon demands that the wife. 
who thus has charge of one-third of the life- 
economy and an equal jurisdiction in the 
other two-thirds, shall make the closest possi- 
ble estimates of all items of expense and of 
the prices and quantities of commodities. 
Upon this point and its importance he says: 
“It is more important that girls should know 
how much a family with an income of twelve 
hundred or twenty-four hundred florins 
should spend on flour and meat, turnips and 
sugar, than how much nitro, en and oxygen 
enter into their composition—most important 
for them to know how much it costs to feed 
a lamp during a winter, and how much 
clothing and washing the household needs, 
or how much fuel is required to cook for five 
persons. With this supervision over the 
expenses under her charge, the wife is to 
have the care of the house and to see that all 
things are in order and nothing is wasted or 
lost,” 

There is a vast deal of wisdom and sound 
philosophy in Dr. Vow Srem’s suggestions, 
and they are not altogether without a senti- 
mental bearing. They haves very evident 
bearing upon connubial happiness, since 
good and economical housekeeping can make 
a happy home and bad housekeeping cannot. 
It would probably astound any person, even 
the most observant, to know how much 
business the divorce courts have done 
which has grown out of dirty rooms, 
ill-cooked meals, unwise provision of 
commodities, bad buying, waste of 
money, etc. Carelessness and improvidence 
have been the first steps in the ruin of many 
a family, while prudence, economy, and 
thrift are very sure to cement more closely 
the bonds of mutual love in the family. As 
Vow Sram says: “The frugal wife in her 
neat dress at breakfast, who sends her hus- 
band to his business with good spirits, has 
more hold on him year in and year out than 
the spendthrift pleasure-seeker who tries to 
charm him in the evening by her silks and 


jewels.”

One thing may be assumed 
as certain—thai several of the directors are not 
only men of large wealth, put of unvlemished 
reputations for integrity and fair-dealing, and 
that they will be likely to omit nothing 1eason- 
ably wi their control to see that every just 
liability is edtisfied. To this end I believe the 
bank will resume at an au early day, if these 
wealthy directors see any safety in resumption ; 
and if they do hold the majority of the stock, as 
is probable, they will not see any safety sat- 
isfactory to such men as Mills, Tallant, Parrott, 
and others who might be named, except in re- 
sumption. 

Thougu I do not believe that these gentlemen 
need any such spur totheir efforts, business men 
will see that their safest road out of tue difficul- 
ty—in view of the extent of their liabilities, if 
they ere heavy stockhoiders—is by way of ro- 
sumption. Jointly they are financialiy able to 
pursue this road, and they are probably pow de- 
vising a plan whereby the liability of ali their 
associates may be maintained.

UMBRELLAS. 


Their Antiquity and Oriental Pecu- 
liarities. 
St. Nirkotas, 

All over the East the umbrella has been used 
from remote ages, though at firstasan emblem 
of Royalty. Buc for tenturies past these ubeful 
appendages have afforded she:ter to all classes 
from. the fierce orm and burping sunshine of 
these fervid climes, In form and size tne ordi- 
vary umbrella is neatly hke our own, but tho 
material is silk, or paper beautifully painted and 

lazed, and thus sencered prefeetly water-proof. 

hough vot very durable, these umbrellas are 
ligt and pretty, and so very cheap—about 20 
cents each—that oue does not mind their wear- 
ing out oecasiovally. They have been made and 
used io Chins, in jus; the same atyle; for fifteen 
centuries, and in the neighboring countries for 
perbaps pearly as long. 

‘Lhe state umbrella is quite a different affair— 
much larger aud of ncher materials. It ie placed 
over the Royal coaches, thrones, and chains quite 
as geveraliy ag carried in the open air. they 
are borne by high officers over the King and other 
members of the Royal family wherever they go, 
aud ‘‘umbrella-heiders” are reeogoized mem- 
bers of the Royal household both ia Burmab aud 
Siam. One of the numerous titles of Hie Maj- 
esty of Siam is Lord of the White Ejephaat 
and Supreme Owner af the Umbrella —that is, 
of the umbrella of state, which it would be high 
treason to raise Over any head bat that of the 
King. It isof crimson or purple silk, very richly 
embroidered in precious stones, lined usua ly 
with white satin, inwrought with silver flowers 
aud seed pears in exauisite clasters, and 
trimmed with heavy gold fringe and costiy /ece. 
Sometimes, on great occasions, umbiellas are car- 
ried in tiers of two, three, and five, oné above 
another, diminishing in size toward the top, and 
forming a perfect pyramid; while from the rim 
of each aumorolla depeut seores of tiny gold or 
silver bells. which, moved by the passing breeze, 
make sweet music, that floats upoo the air like 
the sounds of an Tollan bato. In Burmah the

JOB VS. NEWSPAPER-PRINIERS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 


CM, Sept. 8.—In your issue of Tuesday, 


Aug. 31, I noticed a communication, signed $15 
a Week,” and the following morning a short ar- 
ticle of indorsement, and on the third day 
(Thursday) a splurge from a ‘‘ Bona-Fide Union 


| Man.” Now, if I may be allowed the privilege, 


I, as a Union man, should like to express some 
of my views upon this subject, as none of the 
above gentlemen have struck the point at issue, 
except in a ome-sided manner. Some weeks ago 
the newspaper-publishers called upon the Union 
for a reduction, avd when the matter was 
brought up in the Union, it was deemed advisa- 
ble by that august body to settle it by arbicra- 
tion. Now, it se happens that the newspaper- 
rinters and job-privters all belong to the same 
nion. At (what might be called) our meeting 
the job hands voted unanimously for a reduction 
of the newspaper men, but when they were asked 
to make a slight reduction they squealed like a 
stuck pig, and cried out to the newspaper men: 
„Gentlemen, all we want is to be let alone,” 
“Don’t put your fingers in our dish,“ ete. 

Sinae the fire of 71 we have bad two reduc- 
tions. We bave not only been reduced in pay, 
but in the hours of work, so that, taken all in 
all, it amounts to about $4 per week at the least; 
while in the meantime the job printers have bad 
no reduction at all, and, in fact, have always been 
paid higher wages proportionately than the piece 
men (morning papeis excepted). Eighteen 
Doliars a Week” is right when be asserts that 
he dare not speak his mind just as he felt at the 
last meeting. Of the vast assemblage I saw 
them all, and heard but few, as a couple 


monopolized both the time and floor. I have 


been a member of the Union eleven years; have 
never taken any part in it, in a speech-making 
way, and common sense, justice, and reason, 
lead me to assert that the job printers shoald re- 
duce their scale. Eighteen dollars per week is 
fair wages, and is all, I believe, the proprietors 
can consistevtly afford to pav. 

In conclusien, jet me say ; Do not give us any 
more Legal News, *‘ Metropolitan,” etc., in ours. 
Do not wait till the horse is out and then shut 
the barn-door, Let us pull together, pews and 
job printers, meet the proprietors like men, and, 
above all, act like men ourselves and you wi 
be treated as sth, and all these little difficulties 
gottled amicably, our Union preserved, and our- 
selvgs greatly benefited financially.

COURT-HOUSE STONE. 
WHAT WILL COUNTY CAN Do. 

The action of the County Board Thursday in 
selecting the stone for the construction of the 
new Court-House was widely discussed yester- 
day. Some were found to characterise the a- 
tion as hasty, while the majority indorsed it as 
wise and timely. 

The opivion of a stone-mao, not upon the 
wisdom of the action, but upon the natural ze- 
sult, may not be uninteresting. A Mr. Adams, 
of the firm of Werner & Adams, owners of 


{ quarries at Joliet, was in the city, and in u- 


versation with Commissioner Clough said that 
the action of the Board in ordermg that the 
stone should be the product of Cook or Will 
Counties practically gave the job of 
furnishing the most of the stone 
to one man, from the fat that 
there was but one quarry in the two ocamties 
that could supply stone over 24 inches in thick- 
ness. So far as Will County was concerned there 
could be no competition in the letting wf the 
contract, for the reason that the quality of the 
stone there compared with Cook aty r Le- 
mont stone, made it practically impossible to use 
it. The Will County stone was much harder 
than the Lemoot stone, and as & consequence 
more expensive to quarry and dress. There 
much difference, he said, 
between the Will County and the Lemont stone 
iu the matter of bardness as there was between 
common sandstone and limestoue, which e utirely 
precluded all competition in the matter. 

He regarded the resolution of the Bormrd on 
tl ne stone question as practically an award of the 
o mtractin advance of proposals being re ceived, 
fer. said he. we could pot compete with I,emont 
ui the matter if our quarries had been given to 
us; or in other words, if the stone cost nothing
